IN PERSPECTIVE 


By WILLIAM 0. DOBLER 


The past few years have not done much for the cause 


of liberalism, conceding to that term the most broad of in- 
terpretations. Disorders on the campus, a rising crime rate, 
a breakdown of morality, the drug problem and now prison 
uprising have placed new emphasis on the disciplines in our 
society. 


A growing number of people take a dim view of all these 


things and hanker for the days when the differences between 
right and wrong were clear and unmistakable and everyone 
knew one from (he other. They hanker for a simple justice 
in which they who have it coming to them get it, where 
the guilty are taken care of without undue delay. 


Serving this end, the U.S. Justice Department has come 


out with proposals for changes in the law aimed at aiding 
the cause of crime-fighting. But you have to wonder if the 
department is throwing out the baby with the bath water.

Some people may be willing to buy almost anything at 


this point to bring a semblance of law and order back into 
the life of the nation but it is the responsibility of our political 
leadership to apply full reason and careful thought to whatever 
changes are made to serve such an end. 


We doubt that enough reason and thought have been applied 


to the changes suggested by the Justice Department. It proposes 
that the requirement for unanimous jury decisions in criminal 
cases be eliminated and that a 10-to-2 or a 9-to-3 decision 
be enough to convict a defendant. 


The department also seeks to modify the rule which now 


prevents the use against a criminal defendant of evidence 
which is found to have been obtained in violation of his constitu- 
tional rights. Habeas corpus appeals would be limited, banning 
appeals based on claims of unlawful search and seizure or 
on claims that the defendant was not advised of his rights 
before confessing. 


In most cases, the changes take dead aim at past b.b. 


Supreme Court decisions that have protected 
the rights of 


the accused.

There is nothing wrong with wanting criminal justice, with 


the desire that those who commit a crime are summarily 
punished for it 
None of us want criminals 
going free of 


the law and most of us believe that defense attorneys have 
come to employ shrewd if not obstructive means of helping 
their clients. 


There are defendants and attorneys who have abused our 


legal system in the hope of escaping the justice that threatens 
them 
This is partly the price we have to pay. however, 


for that side of justice which demands protection of the innocent. 


It might be far more preferable, for instance, to improve 


on the process of jury selection and. perhaps, to cut the 
number of jurors to 10 than to tamper with the majority 
requirement. To eliminate the majority requirement is to say 
that you can't find 12 qualified jurors and that is a little 


iar All tte other changes the department seeks are clear threats 
to rights of all citizens. These changes would open the door 
to law-enforcement tactics that could spawn wholesale abuse 
of police power and destroy the right of citizens to privacy.

We simply do not buy the idea that we can take chances

U Thanl's second 
term as secretary general runs 
out on Dec. 31 and the world 
body will be concerned with a 
successor.

Thieu Treading On Thin Ice 


Hruska, Lindsay Lock Horns 


The issue at hand \\as a bill to close 


a loophole in the 1968 Gun Control Act, which 
bans 
the 
importation 
ol 
"Saturday 
night 


specials"—handguns which cost as little as 
SI to make and which sell tor as little as 
S5 in this country. Sen. Birch Bayh's bill 
would prohibit dealers from importing the 
parts and assembling them in this country 
or from manufacturing them in the United 
States. 


During a Senate hearing on the gun control 


measure Tuesday. Nebraska's Roman Hruska 
and New York Mayor John Lindsay engaged 
in a table-thumping shouting match and when 
the smoke cleared, Bayh said "the immovable 
object and the irresistable force have met." 


Lindsay had come to Washington with 


much more in mind than a ban on the im- 
porting or manufacture of cheap gun parts. 
He criticized the Nixon administration for a 
"lack of national leadership"' \\hich he said 
made it impossible for New York City, with 
a tough gun registration law, to stop the 
flow of handguns into the city. He called 
for the "extreme step" of a nationwide ban 
on the production, sale or possession of 
pistols. 


And when Lindsay accused 
Hruska of 


"endangering the lives of every policeman 


a ban on the 
old Ev's echo 


in this country" by opposing 
possession of pistols, Hruska, 
and the Senate's chief opponent of gun control 
proposals, replied: "If the majestic state, the 
Empire State, with all its wealth and all 
its resources, cannot enforce its laws, the 
federal government cannot, either." 


If \ou can't do it, nobody can—an empty 


argument. And not too flattering to federal 
law-enforcement efforts. 


Statistics are on the side of Bayh and 


Lindsay. Seven New York policemen were 
killed "last year and ten so far this year 
and the number of homicides committed with 
guns in New York rose from 174 in 1965 
to 565 last year. And Bayh estimated that 
1 million "Saturday night specials" were sold 
in this country last year, accounting for -13 
per cent of all murders by gun. 


The citizen's right to own firearms — 


and the manufacturers' and dealers' right 
to a profit—are not at issue. No one is propos- 
ing to totally disarm the populace. But when 
a mushrooming death rate of policemen and 
other citizens can be attributed to the traffic 
in cheap 
and unregistered 
h a n d g u n s , 


something needs to be done besides a wringing 
of hands over one state's "failure'' to enforce 
its laws. 


WASHINGTON - The violent 


language used by Vice Presi- 
dent Nguyen Cao Ky about 
President Nguyen Van Thieu is 
close to being matched by what 
high administration 
officials 


say about the president of 
Vietnam. The dapper little man 
who has been sustained in of- 
fice 
by 
American 
military 


support and American millions 
in various forms of aid has 
recently angered policy-making 
officials on two scores. 


First and more important is 


the conviction that Thieu put an 
end to the first real hope — and 
probably the last chance—tor 
a negotiated settlement of the 
war. 
In Paris. Hanoi 
and 


Saigon, talks had gone on with 
what seemed a real prospect 
of a settlement at the peace 
table. These highly secret talks 
were known only to officials at 
the top level. 


Thieu refused to make even 


minor concessions and the long- 
cherished 
c h a n c e of 
a 


negotiated settlement that had 
seemed closer than ever in the 
more than two years around 
the Paris table went glimmer- 
ing. It was Thieu and his un- 
diluted authority or nothing. 


That was the response on the 


second score that has left of- 
ficials with a sense of frustra- 
tion and 
intense 
irritation. 


Great efforts had been put into 
achieving 
an 
election 
that 


would 
give 
the 
people 
of 


South Vietnam a bona 
fide 


choice 
for 
president. 
This 


would have been the case if 
both Ky and Gen- Duong Van 
Minh (Big Minh) also had been 
on the ballot. But Thieu pulled 
all possible political wires to 
insure an uncontested election, 
giving him four more years in 
the presidency.

"He seems to have simply no 


idea of what public opinion is in 
this country on that kind of an 
election." one high official said. 


The American ambassador in 


Saigon, Ellsworth Bunker, has 
repeatedly

on Thieu what the dire conse-

born resistance may be. 


It is being said, even by 


many who until now have been 
loyal to an ambassador in an 
incredibly difficult post, that 
Bunker has stayed too long. 
During his four and

years in Saigon, he has seemed 
to become a part of the Saigon 
regime,

move 
against 
detractors in 


Washington and

Viet- 


nam. But those with intimate 
knowledge of the 
course of 


events during the past six or 
eight weeks say this is unfair. 
It may be, they add. that he is 
simply too honorable a man to 
deal with the tangled and often 
mendacious 
intrigues of 
a 


government on which a farad'1 


of democracy has been impos- 
ed. 


Getting 
d o w n 
to conse- 


quences, it is far from ruled 
out that President Nixon may 
announce in the not-too-distant 
future the withdrawal of all 
American forces within a fixed 
time frame. This will not seem 
to be a concession to the 
repeated demand for a fixed 
date, yet it will have that ef- 
fect. The last prop to which the 
anti-Vietnam war protestors 
have clung would be pulled out. 


Another, and perhaps an 


even more dire, consequence — 
certainly for Thieu — is a coup 
overthrowing 
the 
president. 


Rumbles of discontent from 
high and low, and not excluding 
certain 
well-placed 
military 


opponents, have been coming 
out 
of 
Vietnam. 
W h e r e 


authority would finally rest in 
the chaotic situation following 
an overthrow is anyone's guess. 


To American r e p o r t e r s . 


Thieu gives bland assurance 
that nothing like this can hap- 
pen. If he has any qualms of 
conscience about a "yes" vote 
that can be rounded up by local 
military, he has kept them 
careiuflv concealed, other than 
to say he will retire unless 50 
per cent of voters support him. 


From 
another 
viewpoint. 


Thieu's admirers claim that if 
he is. in fact, a \\ard of the 
United States, he has proven 
his independence b> thumbing 
his nose at Big Brother. 


In the election four years ago 


Thieu and Ky, teamed together, 
got 35 per cent of the vote. 
Whatever the 
figure is this 


time, it will have even less 
meaning. Not only is the elec- 
tion uncontested but the avo'v-

NAG Switches Strategy 


A new twist in the anti-busing campaign, 


designed to exhibit 
"political 
clout," was 


employed by the National Action Group in 
Pontiac. Mich.. Tuesday. 


Several 
Hundred 
XAG 
demonstrators 


picketed in front of General Motors' Fisher 
Body plant and 
by afternoon some 3,500 


workers were idle there and at the nearby 
Pontiac Motor D i v i s i o n plant, although 
General Motors has urged Pontiac residents 
to obey the court's busing order and the 
United 
Auto 
Workers 
has 
urged 
union 


members not to participate in "unauthorized 
work stoppages." 


NAG leaders had hoped that a plant shut- 


down would force General Motors to give 
political support to busing foes. And. to an 
extent, the picketing action worked. A majori- 
ty of the thousands who either refused to 
cross the picket line or who crossed to collect 


show-up pay 
and then were sent 
home, 


reportedly were openly sympathetic with NAG 
aims. Sympathetic enough to remain off the 
job indefinitely, however, is another question. 


And there was no indication that GM 


or any other major corporation will lend their 
weight to open disavowal of a court order. 
Although a majority of Americans stand op- 
posed to busing to achieve racial 
balance 


in schools in principle, resistance to it in 
practice seems to be softening. 


All buses were running in Pontiac in the 


second week of the desegregation 
program 


despite NAG actions and each day more 
children show up in desegregated classrooms 
across the country. 


It appears that in most cases, parents 


will ultimately seek relief in the courts rather 
than take to the streets in defiance of the 
law of the land.

South Vietnamese General Involved In Drugs; 


Heroin Traffic Increased Under His Command 


WASHINGTON - At the 


same time that the U.S. com- 
mand is striving mightily to 
.stop GI drug addiction in Viet- 
nam, a top South Vietnamese 
general has been using U.S. 
military equipment to hustle 
heroin. 


Tnis is documented 
in a 


number of intelligence reports, 
all 
highly classified, 
which 


have now'readied Washington 
from Saigon. The reports nail 
Maj. Gen. Ngo Dzu, military 
commander of South Vietnam's 
central highlands, as one of the 
chief 
heroin 
traffickers 
in 


Southeast Asia. 


The incriminating 
details, 


including dates and places of 
heroin transactions, have been 
reported 
by 
t!ie 
Army's 


Criminal I n v e s t i g a t i o n 
Division, U.S. Public Safety 
D i r e c t o r a t c and 
Rural 


Development Support Team in 
South Vctnam. 


Dzu's accomplices arc also 


named, 
including a 
former 


South Vietnamese senator, a 
Chinese 
businessman 
from 


Cholon, the South Vietnamese 
provost marshal in Qtii Nhon 
and several South Vietnamese 
navy officers. 


Dzu was first named as a 


heroin dealer by Rep. Robert 
Steele. R-Conn.. in testimony 
last 
July 
before 
a 
House 


Foreign Affairs subcommittee. 
The congressman told of his 
fact-finding 
m i s s i o n 
to 


Indochina 
where, 
he 
said, 


widespread corruption among 
officials had blocked efforts to 
halt the heroin traffic. 


The 
day 
after 
Steelc's 


testimony, 
South 
Vietnam's 


President Thciu went through 
the 
motions of ordering 
a 


narcotics 
investigation. It's 


doubtful, however, thai Dzu 
will ever be tried and con- 
victed. 


One of Dzu's most vigorous 


defenders 
was 
his 
senior 


American advisor, John Paul 
Vann, who assured the press: 
"There's no i n f o r m a t i o n 
available to me that in any 
.shape, manner or fashion would 
substantiate the c h a r g e s 
Congressman 
S t e e l e 
has 


made." 


The first i n t e l l i g e n c e 


reported linking Dzu to the 
heroin 
trade 
was 
filed 
on 


January (i, 1971, by the CID. 
Citing highly sensitive sources, 
the 
CID charged 
that 
the 


narcotics traffic in the central 
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highlands had i n c r e a s e d 
tremendously since Dzu had 
taken command of the region in 
September, 1970. 


The CID's sources asserted 


that Dzu not only protected the 
key 
traffickers 
who kicked 


back part of their profits to him 
but also took a direct part m 
the smuggling 
through 
his 


father, Ngo Khoung. At that 
time, 
Ngo 
Khoung 
w a s 


described as an "important" 
heroin dealer. 


U was also alleged that Dzu 


often used his p e r s o n a l 
plane—furnished, of course, by 
the U.S. to smuggle heroin. A 
CID report, dated May 12, 1971, 
told how Dzu and his father 
took ingenious advantage of the 
funeral of a South Vietnamese 
general in Saigon to fly in 
neroin from the highlands. 


Yet General Dzu, a power in 


South Vietnam, is expected to 
he given a whitewash. 


We exposed in March, 1970, 


that "Gentleman Jim" Collins, 
the monied and mannerly con- 
gressman from Dallas, had 
been talking illegal kickbacks 
from some of his employes. A 
federal grand jury has now 
wound up its secret investiga- 
tion of the case. 


Collins at first rushed around 


getting his employes to sign 
.statements that, t h e y h«rl' i 
kicked back 
any 
of 
their 


government salary. 


One who was slick-talked into 


signing such a statement was 
Noel Lee Reed, a part-time 
employe in the congressman's 
Dallas 
office. 
Collins 
also 


traveled to Mineral Wells, Tex., 
to talk to a former employe, 
Carolyn 
Conner. 
But 
she 


couldn't be conned. 


Both have not told the truth 


under oath to the grand jury. 
The Justice D e p a r t m e n t , 
however, is preparing to indict 
Collins's former aide, George 
Haag, 
who 
collected 
and 


disbursed the kickback money. 
Although Collins knew about 
the collections, he didn't direct- 
ly supervise the kickback fund. 
The Justice Department, there- 
fore, will let him off the hook.

Some people may be willing to bu y almost any thing at 
this point to bring a semblance of law and order back into 
the life of the nation bu t it is the responsibility of ou r political 
leadership to apply fu ll reason and carefu l thou ght to whatev er 
changes are made to serv e su ch an end. 
We dou bt that enou gh reason and thou ght hav e been applied 
to the changes su ggested by the Ju stice Department. It proposes 
that the requ irement for u nanimou s ju ry decisions in criminal 
cases be eliminated and that a 10-to-2 or a 9 -to-3 decision 
be enou gh to conv ict a defendant.

There is nothing wrong with wanting criminal ju stice, with 
the desire that those who commit a crime are su mmarily 
pu nished for it. 
None of u s want criminals going free of 
the law and most of u s believ e that defense attorney s hav e 
come to employ shrewd if not obstru ctiv e means of helping 
their clients. 
There are defendants and attorney s who hav e abu sed ou r 
FlwliIUII, 
legal sy stem in the hope of escaping the ju stice that threatens 
parts

assembling them 
them. This is partly the price we hav e to pay , 
lowey er, 
from manu factu ring thei 
for that side of ju stice which demands protection of the innocent. 
It might be far more preferable, for instance, to 
improv e 
on the process of ju ry selection and, 
perhaps, to

nu mber of ju rors to 
10 than to tam per with the majority 
requ irement. To eliminate the majority requ irement is to say 
that y ou can’t find 12 qu alified ju rors and that is a little

The issu e at hand was a bill to close 
a loophole in the 19 6 8 Gu n Control Act, which

Birch Bav h’s bill 
wou ld prohibit dealers from

Du ring a Senate hearing on the gu n control 
m easu re Tu esday , Nebraska’s Roman Hru ska 
and New York May or John Lindsay engaged 
in a table-thu mping shou ting match and when 
the smoke cleared, Bay h said “the immov able 
object and the irresistable force hav e met." 
Lindsay had come to Washington with 
mu ch more in mind than a ban on the im­ 
porting or manu factu re of cheap gu n parts. 
He criticized the Nix on administration for a 
“ lack of national leadership" which he said 
made it impossible for New York City , with 
a tou gh gu n registration law, to stop the 
flow of handgu ns into the city . He called 
for the “ ex treme step” of a nationwide ban 
on

produ ction,

or 
possession 
of 
pistols. 
And 
when Lindsay accu sed Hru ska of 
“ endangering the liv es of ev ery policeman 


in this cou ntry ’’ by opposing 
possession of pistols, Hru ska, 
a ban on the 
old Ev 's echo 
and the Senate’s chief opponent of gu n control 
proposals, replied: “ If the majestic state, the 
Empire State, with all its wealth and all 
its resou rces, cannot enforce its laws, the 
federal gov ernment cannot, either." 
If y ou can't do it, nobody can—an empty 
argu ment. And not too flattering to federal 
law-enforcement efforts. 
Statistics are on the side of Bay h and 
Lindsay . 
Sev en New York policemen were 
killed last y ear and ten so far this y ear 
and the nu mber of homicides committed with 
gu ns in New York rose from 174 in 19 6 5 
to 56 5 last y ear. And Bay h estimated that 
1 million “ Satu rday night specials” were sold 
in this cou ntry last y ear, accou nting for 43 
per cent of all mu rders by gu n. 
The citizen's right to own firearms — 
and the manu factu rers’ and dealers’ 
right 
to a profit—are not at issu e. No one is propos­ 
ing to totally disarm the popu lace. Bu t when 
a mu shrooming death rate of policemen and 
other citizens can be attribu ted to the traffic

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BOOKS-"The Naked Children" 
La Sertoma Welcomes New Members 
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By CYNTHIA JOHNSON 


During the past several years, the atten- 


tion of many educators has been directed 
towards the problems that arise when a 
youngster 
from 
a 
low income 
family, 


whose 
life-style and w o r l d 
view 
are 


determined by the environment of the ghetto, 
comes in contact v/ith a public school system 
characterized by its white, middle class 
orientation. As a result of this interest, a 
great many books have been published which 
describe the responses evoked by such a 
situation, and offer hopefully workable solu- 
tions. 


As could be expected, virtually all of 


the authors of these studies approach their 
subject with a certain degree of sympathy 
and understanding; however, few exhibit the 
degree of empathy and compassion shown 
by Daniel Fader in his new book, "The Naked 
Children." 


Dr. Fader, currently an Associate Professor 


of English Literature and Language at the 
University of Michigan, and author of the 
well-received study, "Hooked On Books," is con- 
cerned primarily with the language problems 
— both reading and speaking — encountered 
by lower income children during their public 
school careers. His major hypothesis is that 
the majority of lower income adolescents who 
are identified by the schools as "functionally 
illiterate" (i.e., don't read, although they have 
received training sufficient to enable them 
to do so) are, in fact, highly literate. Ac- 
cording to Fader, these youngsters feign il- 
literacy in order to shield themselves from 
the unstimulating and alien environment they 
find in the classroom1. 


In order to test his hypothesis that many 


of these youngsters can read but won't, Dr. 
Fader 
undertook 
a 
year-long study 
at 


Washington D.C.'s Garnet-Patterson Junior 
High School — an institution pupiled by a 
large proportion of lower income Black and 
Puerto Rican students. His project, entitled 
"English In Every Classroom," purported to 
make use of magazines, newspapers and paper 
back books instead of the traditional textbooks 
and classical reading material that ghetto 
children find so irrelevant. 


The book is the story of his successes 


— and failures — and most of all, it is 
the touching revelation of his relationship with 
a "gang" of five eighth and ninth grade 
students who helped him carry out his pro- 
gram in the face of great opposition. Of these 
youngsters. Dr. Fader says: ". . . they were 
my companions, my friends, and my col- 
leagues. They were also the single most 
powerful force I have ever known for good 
change in bad education. This book is written 
in celebration of their work and in gratitude 
for the many gifts they gave me." 


Dr. Fader's findings are not novel, nor 


are his recommendations earth-shaking. As 
have his predecessors, he indicts the public 
school system for its unbending reliance on 
nutworn 'textbooks and unstimulating material; 
Tor 
its 
tendency 
to 
underestimate 
the 


capacities of lower income students, thus in- 
suring their failure; and for its inability to 
relate 
effectively 
and 
openly 
to 
t h e 


neighborhood that sustains it. 


Yet the book is a must for educators 


and laymen alike who are interested in the 
possibility of improving a heretofore largely 
unresponsive system of public education. Its 
Dages are filled with humor, and just as 
frequently with pathos; and, as in all ventures, 
its optimism is tempered with failure and 
:he ever-present probability that Dr. Fader's 
project would not long outlast his stay (as 
it didn't). It is frequently a story of good 
intentions gone wrong; and always, a highly 


persona! account of a tragic situation. Above 
all, it is a very human story.

kick you first). 


The best plan, by far, is to 


try to avoid the spade guess 
altogether. In line with this, 
you should win the trump lead 
in dummy and return a dia- 
mond. After East follows low, 
you put on the jack. 


You don't expect the jack to 


win — and, 
of course, 
it 


doesn't. West takes the king 
and, let's say, returns the jack 
of hearts. 


Now you are in full command 


of the situation. You win with 
the king, cash the ace of 
diamonds,

Commerce Maurice H. Stans 
told business executives at the 
White House Wednesday that 
wage increases after the cur- 
rent freeze would be based on 
productivity gains, members of 
the business d e l e g a t i o n 
reported.

President Nixon is 
leaning 


toward continued government 
administration of wage 
and 


price controls in the second 
stage of his program, rather 
than the voluntary tripartite 
board demanded by organized 
labor.

reported that Stans told them 
the President "did not believe" 
in controlling 
dividends 
or 


profits in the second stage. 
They quoted Stans as saying 
that "sooner or later the ad- 
ministration will have to con- 
front labor on this issue."

Consumer Optimism Hasn't Leapt 


New York UP) — The govern- 


ment's new economic policies 
have not generated an immedi- 
ate upsurge in consumer opti- 
mism, according to a survey 
by the Conference Board, a 
business research organization. 


The board said it had sur- 


veyed 10,000 families a c r o s s 
the country during the three 
weeks since President Nixon's 
mid-August announcement and 
found buying plans up slightly 
but consumers "no more con- 
fident now than they were ear- 
lier this summer." 


Of 
the 
families surveyed. 


28% described current business 
conditions as ''bad," an in- 
crease from 279c in May-June 
and 24% in the same period 
last year. 


About 24% of those surveyed 


said jobs were hard to gel. 
The percentage for May-June 
was 43%, and the figure for 
the same period in 1970 was 
30%, 
the board said.

most no improvement over the 
May-June survey, with about 
26% in the latest check ex- 
pecting business to improve 
over the next six months and 
about 229i expecting jobs to 
become more plentiful.

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failed a couple of years ago, 
Moran would winter in Florida 
and head north each spring. He 
didn't like to talk about the 
places he visited or the jails he 
had stayed in because, as he 
put it, "I may visit there again 
some day." 


A native of Boston, Moran 


said he had begun 
lifting 


wallets as a teen-ager. He 
always said 
he 
was 
self- 


taught. 


"You 
just do it," he would 


say. "You don't need anybody 
to show 
you." 


Moran was a friendly man 


who never resorted to violence. 
He also loved a n i m a l s , 
especially 
horses that 
ran 


around tracks. 


But there was one thing he 


thoroughly detested. 


"I've 
never forgiven t h a t } 


smart alecky reporter who 
named me Butterfingers," he 
said. "To me it's not funny."

3-Year Limit 


The Thone bill limits the

time to pay outright for needed 
structures. 


"If this bill passes Congress, 


Robert L. K u n z i g , ad- 
ministrator of GSA, has given 
me written assurance that the 
agency he heads is prepared to 
begin the contract award pro- 
cess for the building at Lincoln 
immediately," Thone said.

propriations for constructing 
federal buildings have averag- 
ed $115 million dollars, Thone 
noted. 


The 
41 federal 
buildings 


already authorized by Congress 
but not funded for construction 
have an estimated cost of more 
than a billion dollars the con- 
gressman pointed out. 


Take Until 1982 


"At the rate of appropria- 


tions over the past 13 years it 
would take until 1982, at least, 
to provide funds for the 41 
authorized buildings. Some of 
these were authorized as early 
as 1963, the Lincoln building in 
1966 and the most recent of the 
41 in 1969," Thone said. 


"The 
government is paying 


about a half million dollars in 
rent on private buildings in 
Lincoln for space that wouldn't

federal 


building were c o m p l e t e d . ! 
Similar situations exist in the j 
cities where the other 40 
buildings have been authorized. 
The cost of construction has 
been going up at the rate of 
about 12% per year, therefore, 
it is logical and economical to 
provide an immediate means to 
build these structures without 
farther unbalancing our na- 
tional budget," Thone said. 


He said the GSA is sup- 


porting the bill he is co- 
sponsoring and the U.S. Office 
of Budget and Management has 
indicated it has no objections to !

Tim 
same company conducted a 
similar study for the state in 
1969 and the present study was 
largely an updating of the 
previous figures to include 
changes in the current costs, 
according to Clayton. 


Several dairys, chain stores 


and institutions had represen- 
tatives at the hearings, in- 
cluding accountants and at- 
torneys experienced 
in 
un- 


tangling legal and technical 
problems in the dairy 
in- 


dustry. 


Clayton's 
figures 
w e r e 


challenged by several speakers 
during a cross examination 
period permitted by the board. 
The 1969 figures were obtained 
in 
October 
November 
and 


December 
while 
the 
1971 


figures were for April, May and 
June with no allowance for 
seasonal differences in costs. 


Half Gallons Cheaper 


The figures presented 
by 


Clayton also suggested that the 
actual cost of. delivering a 
gallon of milk was cheaper in 
half gallon containers than in 
gallon 
containers, 
w h i c h 


surprised many of the dairy 
company representatives. 


Clayton explained, "In an 


automated plant the machines 
can 
fill 
the 
half 
gallons 


automatically 
at 
a 
much 


greater speed than the gallon 
containers can be handled. 
Most gallons are cased by hand 
and they are filled at a much 
slower rate with a higher labor 
cost," he said. 


The 
updated 
f i g u r e s 


presented by Clayton were at- 
tacked from two points. Two of 
the dairys who reported figures 
to the board last year did not 
respond to questionaires this 
year and there were some 
m e r g e r s of then-existing 
dairys. An additional problem 
stems from the addition of a 
fifth marketing area to the 
board's plan since the 1969 
figures were compiled. 


Clayton responded by saying 


"The two dairys who failed to 
respond are small 
producer- 


processor operations where a 
farmer is selling his own milk, 
which would not effect

figures greatly."

Clayton was asked to supply 


the board with a list of dairy 
processors who did and who did 
not respond to the request to 
send in cost 
of 
operation 


figures to the State Department 
of Agriculture. 


Bill Edwards, an official of 


Roberts Dairy in Omaha, of- 
fered the board a plan which he 
defined as "a limited service 
system which would permit the 
dairy processors to continue to 
serve the big stores at a dis- 
count based on volume and on 
central billing on private label 
milk." 


"If the 'board does not pro- 


vide some kind of volume ar- 
rangement for the big chain 
stores they will set up their 
own processing p l a n t s , 1 ' 
Edwards warned. 


Edwards indicated that the 


large stores could save 8.9% on 
the cost of delivering milk 
under his plan which could be 
passed on to consumers.

Detroit iff) ~ Plans for a $126 


million 
domed 
multi-sport 


stadium in downtown Detroit 
were unveiled Wednesday by 
the Wayne County Board of 
Commissioners. 


The proposed air-conditioned 


stadium would seat 60,000 for 
football, 50,000 to 55,000 for 
baseball, and 20,000 to 25,000 
for arena type events. The 
facility would be built on the 
Detroit waterfront west of Cobo

In West Germany, the Ham- 


burg daily paper Die Welt said 
the Attica 
shootings 
would 


provide political capital for 
leftists: "After Kent (Ohio) and 
San Quentin (California), At- 
tica appears as a third member 
in the presumed list of evidence 
which had appeared lately to 
show the inherent "inhumanity" 
of American society. 


Allows No Hope 


"What several weeks ago in. 


California . . . proved to be 
such rich fruit for propaganda, 
appears in Attica too: the re- 
quisition of human fate for a 
clear political goal. The Black 
Pan'.hers, whose goal is the 
uerllirow 
of 
the 
American 


system and opening of 'black 
jails,' will use all the steps at 
their disposal . . . Their aim 
does not allow hope for 
a 


peaceful solution." 


The Brussels daily Le Peuple 


said it is not surprising that 
victims 
of 
segregatioa 
in 


America consider the Black 
Panthers their heroes. In At- 
tica, it said, "two Americans 
clashed . . . and the shock 
showed 
the 
void 
existing 


between whites and blacks, 
between 
conservatives 
and 


liberals, between partisans of 
force and those who try to 
understand the country's pro- 
blems . .. 


"This is even sadder for the 


nation than for the victims of 
the 
massacre 
and 
their 


relatives. Because a wound was 
healed by making blood flow," 
the paper said.

Wednesday afternoon she had 
not been informed of her son's 
death. 


Mrs. Alice McNeil, of Spr- 


N.Y., 
first learned of the death of her 
son, Lorenzo, when a reporter 
telephoned her home for in- 
formation about him. 


She broke into uncontrollable 


sobs, then told the reporter: 


"I've been calling and calling 


and calling up there and can't 
get through."

Thieu Says He'd Quit 
If U.S. Aid Plummets 
... HE ALSO TALKS TO McGOVER N

Saigon — President Nguyen 
Van Thieu told more than 400 of 
his supporters from the pro­ 
vinces 
Wednesday 
that 
he 
would step down if the United 
States Congress drastically cut 
economic and military aid to 
South Vietnam because of his 
one-man 
candidacy 
in 
the 
presidential elections. 
According to sources in the 
presidential palace, Thieu told 
the 
gathering of 
provincial 
councillors that he would leave 
office “ if it turned out that he 
was the obstacle to getting the 
aid from the United States for 
fighting the Communists.” 
The sources said the same 
message has been passed by 
the 
p r e s i d e n t 
to 
his 
generals. 
Thieu struck a similar note in 
his talk Wednesday with Sen. 
George 
M c G o v e r n , 
the 
Democratic p r e s i d e n t i a l 
hopeful and a longtime critic of 
American 
i n v o l v e m e n t 
here. 
The 
president 
also 
told 
McGovern, who has been urg­ 
ing a pullout of all American 
forces by the end of this year, 
that South Vietnam would need 
American airpower and logistic 
support 
for 
an 
indefinite 
period. 
According to those present, 
Thieu 
said 
the 
American 
ground combat role could come 
to a complete end sometime 
next year in his view'. But the 
president added that a residual 
force of some size would be 
.eqirred because of the need 
for helicopter, tactical air and 
other support. 
New Elements 
In his meeting with the pro­ 
vincial 
councillors 
who 
en­ 
dorsed his presidential 
can­ 
didacy. Thieu added some new 
elements to his weekend pledge 


to resign if he received less 
than 50% of the votes next 
month. 


He said Wednesday 50% of 


the votes would not be enough 
and that he would hesitate 
about his decision if he receiv­ 
ed between 50 and 60%. 


“ You must get at least 50% 
of the total votes to say you are 
elected and you need a higher 
percentage to command enough 
prestige to rule,” he said, “ You 
need to be elected with 60, 70 or 
80% of the total votes to have 
enough prestige. I will set that 
percentage later.” 
The voters will have only the 
Thieu ballot on election day 
and they will be able to vote 
against him only by mutilating 
the ballot or throwing it away 
and then placing an empty 
envelope in the ballot box. 
Thieu said he will use the 
number of such invalid ballots 
to compute the percentage of 
his support. 


80% Or More 
There is no doubt in the 
minds 
of 
observers 
and 
diplomats here that Thieu’s 
administrative 
and 
military 
apparatus would be efficient 
enough to provide any percen­ 
tage acceptable to Thieu. And 
it was implied in his remarks 
that 
he 
expected 
80% 
or 
more. 
The government has not yet 
spelled 
out 
to 
Vietnamese 
voters how 
they 
can 
vote 
against Thieu, except to say 
that they must vote incorrectly 
if 
they 
oppose 
the 
Thieu 
regime. 
Thieu told the councillors he 
did not plan to explain the 
details of an irregular ballot 
“ because the Communists, the 
opposition and those who have 
been attacking me in general 
have already explained to the 
people for me.”

McGovern here Tuesday night, 
and charged that the senator 
had been unwittingly meeting 
with Viet Cong agents before 
the militiamen broke it up with 
gunshots and firebombs. 
The South Dakota Democrat, 
who is his party’s only an­ 
nounced presidential candidate, 
labeled the police chief’s words 
“ an outrageous and completely 
untruthful statement of what 
happened 
last 
night.” 
and 
demanded an apology 
from 
South 
Vietnam's 
President 
Nguyen Van Thieu when they 
met afterwards. 
McGovern is in South Viet­ 
nam on a three-day tour. 
While attending a meeting on 
prison reform with antiwar and 
anti-Thieu student and religious 
leaders, a mob broke into the 
churchyard outside the Catholic 
church 
school 
where 
the 
meeting was being held and 
burned 
a 
bus 
and 
several 
motorbikes. 
McGovern and his staft were 
rescued by American military 
policemen. No one was hurt 
and there were no arrests. 
Appearing unannounced 
at 
the allied 
command’s 
daily 
briefing, Police Chief Tran Si 
Tan said some of the students 
present were free on bail under 
charge of belonging to “ the 
Saigon city Viet Cong youth 
and s t u d e n t proselytizing 
group.”

McGovern was aware that they 
were Viet Cong cadre—Viet 
Cong agents,” Tan said.

The bloody massacre in Attica 
committed by racist punitive 
troops has shaken the whole of 
America. 


Society Of Violence

hostages died at the hands of 
hangmen and racists. On the 
bullets extracted from their 
bodies is the stamp of a society 
of violence.” 
Most Swedish

seemed to agree that the Attica 
prison revolt was caused by the 
U.S. prison system. Svenska 
Dagbladet, 
a 
conservative 
Stockholm newspaper, summed 
it up:

ly. No matter how stunning the 
Attica tragedy is, it has one 
good aspect — it will serve as 
an alarm clock.”

“ What several weeks ago in 
California . . . proved to be 
such rich fruit for propaganda, 
appears in Attica too: the re­ 
quisition of human fate for a 
clear political goal. The Black 
Panthers, whose goal is the 
oerthrow 
of

system and opening of ‘black 
jails,’ will use all the steps at 
their disposal . . . Their aim 
does not allow hope for 
a 
peaceful solution.” 
The Brussels daily Le Peuple 
said it is not surprising that 
victims 
of 
segregation 
in 
America consider the Black 
Panthers their heroes. In At 
tiea, it said, “ two Americans 
clashed . . . and the shock 
showed 
the 
void 
existing 
between whites and 
blacks, 
between 
conservatives 
and 
liberals, between partisans of 
torce and those who try to 
understand the country’s pro­ 
blems . . . 
“ This is even sadder for the 
nation than for the victims of 
the

heaied by making blood flow,” 
the paper said.
